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connection with the 1940 population census, the 
United States Bureau the Census made check 
birth registration. For the first time the strength and 
weakness the local registration systems for all areas 
the United States was revealed. extensive areas, 
particularly the southern part the Country, rela- 
tively large percentage births not registered. 
Even States where the overall record indicates that 
registration completeness reasonably satisfactory, 
there may small deficient areas. 


California, registration per cent complete. 
Difficulty has been encountered securing complete 
registration those counties having large Mexican and 
Indian populations and where large proportion the 
people reside the extremely remote mountainous 
sections the State. Deficiencies have been revealed 
some the agricultural counties the State for 
which explanation available the present time. 
Assistance being given all counties where there 
any deficiency. There are only eight counties the 
State involved and believed that through intensive 
activities the percentage certificates that may filed 
will increased materially. 


interesting note that only seven States out 
the have better birth registration records than Cali- 
fornia. They are: Connecticut, 99.4; Minnesota, 99.3 
New Jersey, 99.0 Massachusetts, 98.9 New York, 98.9; 
Rhode Island, 98.8; New Hampshire, 98.7; California 
98.0. 


The United States Bureau the Census reports: 
one person group persons solely respon- 
sible for registration success failure. regis- 
trars, doctors, midwives, undertakers (in the case 
death registration), parents, and the State office 
Vital statistics must all assume some responsibility. 
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The local regjstrar, however, the keystone the sys- 

tem. the one person primarily responsible not 
only for completeness, but for accuracy registration. 
must educate parents the necessity registra- 
tion. must work with the doctors, midwives, and 
undertakers insure that every event properly and 
accurately recorded. must transmit promptly 
every certificate the State office where the records 
are filed centrally. 

‘*Registration generally poorest rural areas, and 
among the nonwhite populations both rural and 
urban areas. This situation can and should cor- 
rected. Many rural areas showed 100 per cent com- 
pleteness the test. some areas the nonwhite popu- 
lation had better registration than the white popula- 
tion. obtain complete registration what may 
termed ‘problem areas,’ however, necessary for 
the local registrar even more conscientious and 
more active than his fellow worker who serving 
community with long history good registration. 
The registrar rural areas, for example, must devote 
more energy educating his neighbors regarding the 
necessity registration. must work more closely 
with the doctor who does not have office help, and who

‘Are there any provisions the laws the State 
California which prohibit health officer from 
quarantining county city jails, individuals 
having reasonably suspected having venereal 
disease when other place has been provided the 
jurisdiction for that purpose?’ 


2554 the Health and Safety Code pro- 
vides that each health officer knowing having reason 
believe that contagious infectious disease exists 
has recently existed within the territory under his 
jurisdiction, shall take necessary measures prevent 
the spread such diseases. 


‘Every health officer shall enforce all orders, rules, 
and regulations concerning quarantine prescribed 
directed the State 


2556 provides follows: 

‘Each health officer, whenever required the State 
department, shall establish and maintain places 
quarantine isolation that shall subject the 
special directions the State 


the Health and Safety Code provides 
that wherever the word ‘shall’ used the Act 
mandatory. therefore noted that the above 
provisions impose mandatory duty upon the health 
officer. Section 35a the regulations promulgated 
for the control communicable diseases adopted April 
1943 the California Board Health pro- 
vides 

‘If the local health officer, upon making the inves- 
tigation prescribed sections 30, 31, and 32, 
satisfied that the case one the diseases requiring 
isolation the case, and quarantine the premises, 
shall; define the area within which the patient 
isolated, define the quarantined area; and affix 
the specified placard conspicuous place the 
entrance the premises.’ 


111 such regulations provides that per- 
sons now under treatment who hereinafter shall 
present himself herself any physician person 
for treatment diagnosis any venereal disease shall 


2522 the Health and Safety Code pro- 
vides that the health officers acting pursuant the 
regulations the State Department Health may 
quarantine, isolate, inspect and disinfect persons wher- 
ever his judgment such action necessary pre- 
serve and protect the public health. 

above sections clearly indicate that the power 
and authority granted health officers for the pur- 
pose preventing and suppressing communicable and 
diseases protect those persons infected 
and protect the general public from such communi- 
cable and contagious diseases. 

legislature, through the Health and Safety 
Code, has made provision the place where 
the quarantine may established but confers the 
authority and power upon health officers the exercise 
their discretion establish such quarantine, taking 
into consideration the conditions and 
requiring such quarantine. 

Arata, 52.C. 380 383, the Court said: 
‘That the health authorities possess the power 
place under quarantine restrictions persons whom 
they have reasonable cause believe are afflicted 
with infectious contagious diseases coming within 
the definition set forth Political Code, section 
2979a, general right, may not questioned.’ 


See, also: 


officers and authorities are therefore em- 
powered and authorized quarantine, isolate and 
segregate persons infected with communicable con- 
tagious diseases when their judgment such measures 
are necessary protect the public health. The place 
quarantine determined the health officer 
considering the facts and each case. 

Rock Garney (Mich.) 185 798 803, 
the Court said: 

think the question whether the person shall 
detained detention hospital their own 
homes must left the honest judgment the 
duly constituted authorities.

this can, the honest judgment the health officer, 
better secured detention hospital, and the 
health officer decides, not for the courts 
override such decisions and substitute their judgment 
for that those skilled the healing art and in- 
trusted the law with the determination the 


jails, public institutions, were established 
for purposes other than confinement 
sons, emergency lack other public 
facilities for quarantine require that jails used 
places quarantine. 

the case Varholy Sweat, So. (2d) 267, the 
petitioner filed writ habeas corpus upon the ground 
that she was not confined the jail reason 
charge but reason commitment and 
order quarantine the health officer. From the 
testimony taken upon hearing her petition, the health 
officer stated that the State Board Health had 
facilities for isolating and treating cases that kind 
the homes individuals thus infected. thus be- 
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came necessary hold and quarantine the petitioner 
the county jail. 

parte McGee, 185 Pac. 14, provisions were 

made for the isolation men one the penitentiary 
buildings Leavenworth, Kansas. portion such 
penitentiary was set apart quarantine ward 
camp. Petitioner’s writ habeas corpus was filed 
prevent their detention such camp. was con- 
tended the applicant that they had been 
the penitentiary, penal institution. However, the 
Court stated 
‘While true that physical facilities constituting 
part the penitentiary equipment are utilized, in- 
terned persons are sense confined the peni- 
tentiary and are not subject the peculiar 
stances which attend such confinement.’ 


the ease City Little Rock Smith, 1638. 
(2d) 705, the petitioner for writ habeas corpus 
was quarantined the city prison. The city ordi- 
nance provided that the health officer should confine 
such person place adequate for the protection the 
patient and the public health. The Court stated 


‘It urged that the regulations question are un- 
reasonable, that they authorize isolation remote 
places beyond the limits the city which the 
petitioners reside. The court knows law, 
rule policy private right, which requires 
person who, for the protection the public, must 
isolated and treated for loathsome communicable 
reside. would have been competent for the state 
board health designate single hospital for the 
detention all persons the State found 
diseased, and entirely reasonable for cities hav- 
ing inadequate facilities, having facilities 
their own, take advantage those provided 
state authority. this the city health 
officer’s power isolate restrained ordinance 
which requires the city commission approve deten- 
tion hospitals other than those provided the city.’ 


46, the Court, having before question the place 
detention during emergency, stated follows: 

‘The building selected belonged the and

legislature, recognizing the danger the

BENZOL EXPOSURE PROVES HAZARDOUS 


Many industrial operations are encountered the 
department which serious benzol hazards exist. 
large plant manufacturing biological products 
dangerous exposure this sort was encountered 
recently. Following the evacuation and stoppering 
bottles containing finished product the necks 
the containers were dipped into sealing compound 
which contained large percentage benzol 
Although the operation was conducted 
large room, apparently adequately ventilated, tests 
showed that the concentration benzol vapors 
the breathing zone the workers was exceptionally 
high. Recommendations were made for the control 
the hazard enclosing the operation mechan- 
ically exhausted booth where the workers stand out- 
side, performing necessary operations inserting 
their arms through the open face the booth. Sug- 
gestions were also made for the use gloves and 
protective skin creams prevent benzol dermatitis. 


GUIDE FOR THE COLLECTION AND MAILING 
STATE DIVISION 


the past, collection specimens from patients 
having virus infections has been done for research 
purposes only. Recent developments, however, have 
made possible establish routine service for 
limited number virus diseases. These services have 
been available the medical profession the State 
for the past year. During this time has been found 
that certain requirements must met order make 
the service maximum value the physician. 

The tests employed depend, for the most part, upon 
the demonstration antibodies the blood serum 
the patient. now known that certain virus 
diseases antibodies are produced which persist the 
serum the patient for years. Consequently, when 
disease suspected becomes necessary, not only 
demonstrate the presence antibodies the patient’s 
serum, but demonstrate that those antibodies were 
not present prior the current infection. Thus 
necessary collect two blood specimens the proper

During the past year the laboratory was unable 
give definite assistance many cases because only one 
blood specimen was collected because the first one 
was taken too long after the onset the disease. The 
significance this indicated the fact that labora- 
tory reports were conclusive value only out 
positive specimens submitted for encephalitis 
diagnostic tests.
